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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because there are hand drawn and handwritten 
elements. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 
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The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 101 



3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim(s) 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter as follows. Claim 8 defines a machine-readable 
medium that provides instructions embodying functional descriptive material. However, 
the claim does not define a computer-readable medium or memory and is thus non- 
statutory for that reason (i.e., "When functional descriptive material is recorded on some 
computer-readable medium it becomes structurally and functionally interrelated to the 
medium and will be statutory in most cases since use of technology permits the function 
of the descriptive material to be realized" - Guidelines Annex IV). The examiner 
suggests amending the claim to embody the program on "computer-readable medium" 
or equivalent in order to make the claim statutory. Any amendment to the claim should 
be commensurate with its corresponding disclosure.

Claim 8 is drawn to functional descriptive material recorded on a machine- 
readable medium! The specification, at page 18, paragraph 0033, defines the claimed 
machine-readable medium as encompassing statutory media such as a "ROM", "hard 
drive", "optical drive", or "computer readable media as well as non-statutory subject

mater such as a "signal" , 

A "signal" embodying functional descriptive material is neither a process nor a 
product (i.e., a tangible "thing") and therefore does not fall within one of the four 
statutory classes of § 101 . Rather, "signal" is a form of energy, in the absence of any 
physical structure or tangible material. 

Because the full scope of the claim as properly read in light of the disclosure 
encompasses non-statutory subject matter, the claim as a whole is non-statutory. The 
examiner suggests amending the claim to include the disclosed tangible computer 
readable media, while at the same time excluding the intangible media such as signals, 
carrier waves, etc. Any amendment to the claim should be commensurate with its 
corresponding disclosure. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rowe et 
al (US 5,812,123 and hereafter referred to as "Rowe"). 

Regarding Claims 1, 8 and 15, Rowe discloses a method, a machine readable 
medium, a method, a machine readable medium that perform operations, and system 
comprising: a first unit to receive input identifying a first broadcasted program (Figure 1 , 
32); and a second unit to select content (Figure 1 , 40), based on the input, to be 
displayed in a background area of an interactive programming guide (Figures 2-4, 6, 
92). Rowe discloses a machine-readable medium that provides instructions that, when 
executed by a machine, cause the machine to perform operations in order to display the 
program guide (Column 6, lines 14-30, Figures 2-4, Column 7, lines 1-15). 

Regarding Claims 2, 9 and 16, Rowe discloses all the limitations of Claims 1 , 8 
and 15 respectively. Rowe discloses that the first broadcasted program is selected from 
a set of broadcasted programs displayed in the interactive programming guide (Figures 
2-4,6, 50, Column 7, lines 17-21). 

Regarding Claims 3, 10 and 17, Rowe discloses all the limitations of Claims 1, 8 
and 15 respectively. Rowe discloses that the first broadcasted program is selected by 
a user of the interactive programming guide (Figures 2-4, 6, Column 8, lines 36-65). 

Regarding Claims 4, 11 and 18, Rowe discloses all the limitations of Claims 1, 8 
and 15 respectively. Rowe discloses that the content includes an image from the first 
broadcasted program (Figures 2-4, 6, 92). 
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Regarding Claims 5, 12 and 19, Rowe discloses all the limitations of Claims 1, 8 
and 15 respectively. Rowe discloses the content includes information about a subject 
associated with the first broadcasted program (Figures 2-4, 90, Column 13, 66-67, 
Column 14, lines 1-2, 24-25). 

Regarding Claims 6, 13 and 20, Rowe discloses all the limitations of Claims 1, 8 
and 15 respectively. Rowe discloses that the content is selected based on a category 
of the first broadcasted program (Figures 2-4, 52, 54, Column 7, lines 17-30, Columns 
11-12, Table 1). 

Regarding Claims 7 and 14, Rowe discloses all the limitations of Claims 6 and 13 
respectively. Rowe discloses the content includes information about a subject 
associated with the category (Figures 2-4, 52, Column 7, lines 17-30, Columns 11-12, 
Table 1, Column 13, 66-67, Column 14, lines 1-2, 24-25).
